Your Christmas tree permit is subject to the following stipulations:

Topping of trees is prohibited to prevent damage to mature trees.
Trees must be cut within six inches of the ground.

fuel for wildfires or homes for bugs cr diseases that may damage the forest.
Trees must be tagged prior to removing them from the cutting site.

meadows.
Trees without a tag will be confiscated.

Trees can only be cut in designated areas. These areas were chosen to help us manage forests

and provide habitat.
